A new strike vote of 500,000 rail­ 
way shopmen on President Wilson's 
proposition for wage increase of four 
cents un hour was ordered today by 
Pre-ident Jewell of the railway em­ 
ployes’ department of the American 
Federation of Labor.

ment’s answer to other railroad un­ 
ion- will be the same a- that given 
the shopmen, Director General Hines 
clearly indicated today in a letter to 
A. O. Wharton, chairman of the 
board of railroad wages and work­ 
ing conditions. 
Demands already before the rail­ 
road administration include requests 
for a forty percent, increase for 187,- 
009 trainmen and for a thirty-five 
percent, increase for 52,000 conduc­ 
tor-.

Imports in July were the largest in 
the history of the country, while the 
exports were the lowest in any month 
of this year, according to a statement 
given out today by the bureau of for­ 
eign and dom estic commerce, of the 
department of Commerce. 
The July exports amounted to 
$570,000,000, nearly $350,000,000 less 
than in June, the high record month, 
but an increase over the $507,000,000 


e x p o r ts in July, 1918. 
For the sev­ 
en months ending with July the ex­ 
port-. were $4,618,000,000 in 1919, 
and $3,482,000,000 in 1918, an in- 
t reuse of nearly 33 j>er cent in one 
year. 
July imports were valued $345,- 
000,000 as against $293,000,000 in 
June,*1919, and $242,000,000 in July, 
1918. 
They are the largest monthly 
imports in the history of our foreign 
trade, exceedin'1* by $16,000,000 the 
previous high record in May of t^is 
year. 
Imports for the seven months 
ended with July were $1,955,OOO.OOO 
in 1919, against $1,788,000,000 in 
1918, an increase in the last year of 
less than IO per cent. 
The excess of exports over imports 
was $225,000,000 in July, and $2,- 
663,000,000 in the seven months of 
this year, $969,000,000 more than the 
excess in the seven months period of 
1918 of $1,694,00,000, an increase of 
57 per cent.
